Washington, November 9.—Several 
problems of greatest importance te 
the future welfare of the administra- 
tion’ and the republican party are 
now camping on the white house 
doorstep waiting for attention. Con- 
ferences with republican leaders will 
begin this week. 

Most pressing in point of time is 
the message to congress which re- 
turns in four weeks. As this will be 
the short session, expiring March 4, 
there will be little time for anything 
except the regular appropriation bills. 
Che administration is seeking to pare 
down expenses to some half-billion 
below those of the current fiscal 
year in the way of redeeming the 
president’s economy pledge. Further- 
more, the La Follette insurgents will 
continue to hold their balance of 
power during this brief session, 
making it difficult for the president 
to get action on any other legisla- 
tion he might. recommend. 

Insurgents Plan W2-r. 

The insurgents plan to spend the 
closing days of their lease of power 
in fostering the Howell-Barkley bill 
to abolish the railroad labor board 
and to force through, over the presi- 
dent’s yeto at the previous session, 
the postal employees’ pay-increase 
bill.” In view of this general situa- 
tion, it is doubtful if the president 


will ask for more then the appropria- 
tion bills at the coming session. He

Washington, November 9%: — The 
death of Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, 
the man who led the fight that kept 
the United States out of the league 
of nations and prevented ratification 
of the Versailles treaty, follows by a 
few months that of his great rival, 
Woodrow Wilson. By grim coinci- 
dence it was a stroke of paralysis that 
brought on Lodge’s death, though he 
did not. linger as Wilson did. 

The dramztie fight between these 
two powerful figures, each a learned, 
scholarly leader of his school, is with- 
out parallel in American « history. 
Their hatred, first political, “became 
intensely personal, Wilson always 
held Lodge responsible for his failure 
to obtain ratification of the treaty. 

Death Starts Struggle. 

Lodge’s passing precipitates a strug- 
gle among the regular republican sen- 
ators over his mantle as majority 
leader. Senator Curtis, of Kansas, 
who for years has been the republican 
whip and one of the most effective 
men in the party organization in the 
senate, is in line for the post, though 
the seniority rights are held by War- 
ren, of Wyoming. Warren, however, 
is not only advanced in age but he 
is chairman ef the senate appropria-

Wadsworth, of New York, 
and Watson. of Indiana, are others 
mentioned, though Curtis appears to 
be the favorite.

The end came at 11:15 o'clock aft- 
er the senior senator from Massachu- 
setts, who had served his state in 
the upper house of congress for 31 
years, had lived at. least two days 
longer than physicians had supnosed 
he could possibly survive. 

His illness which had lasted sev- 
eral months, reached a critical stage 
last Wednesday when he suffered a 
stroke at the Charlesygate hospital.

Plans for huge shipment of expen- 
sive liquors from south Atlantiv coast 
to northern points were thwarted 
Sunday night when Police Captain 
Grover C. Fain, acting on informa- 
tion chtained from persons living 
near the tracks, discovered 24.000 
quarts of liquors—scotch, rye, cham- 
pagne and various varieties of wines 
—hidden in a false shipment of lum- 
ber in an Atlantie Coast Line freight 
car, just as the car was ready to be 
pulled out over the L. & N. railroad 
for its northern destination. 

The big consignment, reckoned at 
“bootleg” prices, is estimated by of- 
ficers to be worth in the neighbor- 
hood of $225,000. 

None the liquor was removed 
from the tar Sunday night, officials 
of the railroad company having re- 
quested that the car be put under 
seal until daylight. 

Officers Guarding Car. 

Prohibition Director Dismuke 
agreed tc abide by this request and 
stationed men to guard the car. He 
made no personal inspection of the 
contents and the estimate of the 
liquor’s value was based solely on 
the report of Policemen Saturday and 
Herndon, who made a preliminary 
survey before it was given into the 
custoly of federal agents.

Upon his discovery, Captain Fain, 
who was powerless to confiscate the 
liquor consignment, as. it came under 
the head of interstate commerce, iin- 
mediately got in communication with 
the chief clerk of the Georgia rail- 
road, and had the whisky car un- 
coupled from the northbound train. 

Captain Fain then placed a police 
guard over the car and notified Fred 
D. Dismuke, prohibition director of 
Georgia. Director Lismuke, sum- 
moni..g several of his deputies, and 
accompanied by City Letectives Law- 
son and Whaley, went to the side-| 
tracked car | 

The prohibition director, as the 
case comes under his jurisdiction, took 
charge of the expensive cargo. It was 
learned that the car which contained 
the large’supply of liquors and the 
small shipment of lumber has a ca- 
pacity of 80,000 pounds and its di- 
mensions are 2,926 cubic feet. 

Christmas Liquor Shipment. 

Prohibition officials are of the 
opinion that the big cargu was sent 
from some large liquor syndicate on 
the south Atlantic coast to be dis- 
tributed at northern points as 
“Chritmas liquor,” 

Director Dismuke placed a apecial 
guard of prohibition officers on the 
premises of the railroad tracks afd 
announced that a gevernment truck 
would be sent to the tracke Monday 
morning and the liquor unloaded and 
brought to prohibition offices in the 
federal building and destroyed. 

In the meantime, Mr. Dismuke 
stated, efforts will be made to deter- 
mine the consignor and the ¢onsignee 
of the liquor car.

In 1887 
he was admitted to the bar and took 
up the practice of law at Robyboro 
in T8388. 

In 1896 Governor Kitchin was 
elected to congress from the Fifth 
district, defeating Thomas Settle, re- 
publican, who had reprexented = the 


district fer many years, after a series 
of joint debates. He was the ouly 
democrat elected to congress from the 
state in that election. 

He continued in congress until] 1908 
when he Was nominated for governor. 
In 1912 he was defeated for the dem- 
ocratie nomination for United States 
senater by Senator F. M. Simmons. 

He then retired from rolitics and 
was a member of the law firm of 
Manning & Kitchin until 1918, when 
he retired prcngeded of i health.

Article X and “other provisions of the 
league covenant constituted a _ viola- 
tion of American traditions and an 
abrogation of national sovereignty, 
Lodge hurled his will and influence 
ugainst the power and burning ideal- 
ism of Wilson and demanded the adop- 
tion of a series of reservations known 
as the [Lodge reservations. When 
Wilson refused to accept these, Lodge 
suid the treaty would be beaten, and 
it was. 

Lodge began his sixth consecutive 
six-year term in the 68th congress. 
He was elected first in 1893 and with 
consistent regularity, Massachusetts 
kept sending him back. 

It was in 1922, when he was op-,; 
posed by “William A. Gaston, of Bos- 
ton, that Lodge came nearest to de- 
feat. The election was so close that 
Lodge for a time seemed beaten, but 
he nosed out Gaston by a narrow 
margin. 

Mentioned for Presidency. 

In all those years, Lodge was a 
leading figure in the senate, where 
he saw many notable colleagues come 
and go and many changes in the com- 
plexion of that traditionally august 


y. 

Himself mentioned frequently as a 
possibility for presidential honors, he 
was until his very last years, a pow- 
erful conservative leader in his party. 
He was chairman of the:Chicago na- 
tional convention which nominated 
Warren G. Harding. It was after 
that that his powerful influence as a 
politician began to wane. 

The scion of an old English line 
of Lodges, Cabots and Lowells, the 
late senator was born in Boston, May 
12, 1850. No man was prouder of an 
ancestry than was Lodge, whose 
grandfather, Giles Lodge, came from 
England in 1790, 

Wrote Many Books. 

Trained to a love of literature from 
early life, he published many volumes 
of history and essays. He was grad- 
uated from Harvard in 1871 and 
Harvard Law school in 1875, but he 
never practiced law. His best known 
literary works include: “A Short His- 
tory of the English Colonies in Amer- 
iw.” “Life’of Alexander Hamilton,” 
“Life of Daniel Webster” and “Life 
of Washington.” 

Graduating from the Massachu- 
setts legislature, Lodge served four 
terms as congressman before being 
elected to the senate in 1893. In 
June, 1900, he was made permanent 
chairman of the republican national 
convention and four years later 
headed the committee which drafted 
the party platform. He was perma- 
nent chairman again in 1908 and 
head of the resolutions committee in 
1916. In 1924, at Cleveland, he was 
a mere spectator—so unimportant a 
factor in the new scheme of things 
republican as to be as conspicuous 
for his obscurity as he had previous- 
ly been for his prominence. 

Knocked Pacifist Down. 

Once, on the eve of American entry 
into the war, the senator showed 
that his advancing age—he was then 
nearing 70—had not robbed him of 
physical vigor. It was seid that a 
pacifist, one of a Boston group which 
had come to ask him to vote against 
a declaration of war, had called him 
a liar when Lodge denounced the 
delegation. At any rate, Lodge, al- 
though a much smaller man, knocked 
down the pacifist with one swift blow. 

The last “big moment” in his life 
came in 1921 when he was appointed 
by President Harding as a ‘special 
ambassador” to represent his country 
at the Washington arms conference 
which met just about three years 
ago. 

Presented 5-5-3 Treaty. 

Tt was Lodge who presented for 
ratification the four-power treaty, de- 
signed to insure peace in the Pacific, 
He always considered his speech that 
day his greatest piece of writing, but 
his friends preferred his eulogy cf 
Theodore Roosevelt, delivered at me- 
morial services for the former prest- 
dent before the senate and the house. 

Although he was small in stature, 
Lodge gave an impression of command- 
ing dignity. With curly white hair 
and pointed beard, his erect narrow- 
shouldered figure. always covered by 
a Closely-buttoned coat, presented the 
picture of the stern old aristocrat 
which he was.

Most Stirring Era of History 


Washington, November 9—(By the 
Associated Press.)—When time shall 
write its final estimate of Henry 
Cabot Lodge, it must turn for its most 
colorful passages to the story of that 
strange twist of circumstances which 
set his name over against the name 
of Woodrow Wilson in one of the 
stirring periods of American history. 

Both outstanding men of letters, 
called by some'the two greatest Amer- 
ican examples of the scholar in poli- 
tics, the venerable senate leader and 
the war-time president found them- 
selves in disagreement, determined 
and irreconcilable, at the very time 
of their most virile public service. 
Each in his proud and: resolute way 
sought at first to ignore the impass- 
able barrier that was rearing itself 
between them; but in the end each 


came to acknowledge it openly, though® 


each sought to blame the other. 

The most fundamental difference 
between them developed over the 
league of nations. For his opposition | 
to resegved acceptance of the Ver- 
sailles covmant Senator Lodge was 
assailed by his enemies with a bitter- 
ness equaled only by the fury with 
which the enemies of the league at- 
tacked Mr. Wilson; while Ly his own 
friends and followers the Massachu- 
seits senator was eulogized and‘ re- 
vered as the savior of Amer:can liber- 
ties, who had fought courageously 
against a subtle invasion of the in- 
dependence of his country and had 
preserved for posterity thé cherished 
traditions of the fathers. 

Death Cut Plans of Both. 

It may be that history never will 
know the full story of that epochal 
struggle, which lifted beth Lodge 
and Wilson to new heights of leader- 
ship. As each had been a dominat- 
ing figure in the making of history, 
so each had hoped to become at !ast 
the historian of his times: but, worn 
by the rigor of battle. both have 
fallen into their last sleep without 
completing the work that cireyim- 
stances and natural inclination seem- 
ed to have patterned for them. When 
Mr. Wilson died, he left only scraps 
and patches of the great human 
chronicle he had hoped to set down 
for future generations. A few weeks 
ago Mr. Lodge confided to his friends 
that he was gathering material ‘jor 
a story of the league fight in the 
senate, and for other histories of the 
great days of his intimate association 
with men and affairs. The task 
never was finished. 

There was a touch of romance in 
the first chance contact of these two 
brilliant mental forces that one day 
were to meet in such furious combat. 
They brushed elbows, in a spiritual 
sense, nearly a half-century ago, and 
although Mr. Lodge had forgotten it 
until years afterwards, Mr. Wilson 
always remembered it. It came to 
light again soon after the inaugura- 
tion of 1913, when the new chief 
executive and the senator from 
Massachusetts met at a dedicatory 
service in Washington, formally were 
presented to one another, and shook 
hands. 

Wilson. Went Farther Back. 

“You may not recall, Mr. Presi- 
dent,” said Senator Lodge, “but I 
met you for a moment some years 
ago, at a college commencement when 
you were president of Princeton.” 

“Oh, | remember you long before 
that,” replied Mr. Wilson. “A man 
never forgets the editor who  pub- 
lishes his first article.” 

The senator was puzzled until it 
was explained that as editor of the 
International Review in the late 70's. 
he had accepted for publication a 
treatise on government written by 
Woodrow Wilson, a student at Prince- 
ton. 

Mr. Lodge went home and made a 
search of his correspondence files 
and found the letter about the arti- 
cle, written him by the future presi- 
dent. It is characteristic of the bent 
of the historian that until his death 
the letter remained in the senator's 
collection of cherished documents, 

Were Friendly Foes at First. 

During the earlier years of the 
first Wilson administration, the re- 
lations between Mr. Wilson and Mr. 
Lodge were without feature. They 
met on occasion, But not often, and 
talked of public affairs as any presi- 
dent and any senator of an opposing 
party might. They never were 
friends. It was not in the nature of 
either to impose cordiality where he 
thought it might not be welcomed, 
or to override by sheer will that in- 
definable feeling of restraint which 
now and again springs up unbidden 
between two strong  individualities. 
But even as they eyed one another 
at a distance, Lodge cast his lot 
with Elihu Root in support of the 
Panama canal tolls repeal advocated 
by the democratic president, and Wil- 
son thanked im. 

The actual breach in their relation 
ship was reached late in 1916. Many 
stories of how it came about were 
whispered about Washington, but 
here follows the actual sequence of 
events during that period of rapid 
and final transition. 

Wilson Denied Charge. 

On the night of October 26, 1916, 
in a campaign speech at Brockton, 
Mass., Senator Lodge declared withi- 
out qualification that. President Wil- 
ston had added a “postscript” to the 
second Lusitania note to Germany. 
assuring the imperial government 
that some of the previous vigorous 
American pronouncements on the sub- 
jects were “not to be taken seriously.” 
The charge was denied by some of 
Mr. Wilson's friends, but it was re- 
peated by Senator Lodge at Ogdens- 
burg, N. Y., on October 29. Then, on 
the following day, Mr. Wilson issued 
a formal statement saying the asser- 
tion of Senator Lodge was “untrue.” 

Beneath the terse phrascs of the 
president’s denial, there w+ apparent 
té those who knew him « portentous 
depth of feeling. Senator Lodge re- 
plied in terms quite as direct, saying 
he would not question the word of the 
president of the United States, and 
must accept the denial; but he re- 
called that the authority on which he 
made his original statement had ap- 
peared to him unimpeachable. To bis 
dying day, the senator believed he had 
been foiled by a clever use of lan- 
guage, and that some sort of supple- 
ment to the Lusitania note, if not 
precisely a “nostscript,”” had existed. 

This incident left no pretense of 
personal cordiality between them, Dur- 
ing the following month Mr. Wilson 
was invited to attend an anniversary 
ceremony at the historic “Church of 
the Presidents,” and white house offi- 
cials announced that he had accepted. 
Later it became known that Senator 
Lodge had also been invited. Wilson 
did not go, and after he had refused 
the invitation, Lodge acecpted. 

Carried Feud te Death. 

The trying months of the war saw 
no change in their personal relations, 
although on many occasions they sub- 
merged personal considerations to 
support measures and policies that 
both believed for the good of their 
country. It is a part of history how, 
later on, each set his face resolutely 
along a different pathway in the 
league of nations fight, and how all 
the efforts of their best friends failed 
to discover any common ground on 
which both were willing to stand. 
They exchanged words for the last 
time on March 4, 1921, when Wilson 
went to the capitol for the Harding 
inauguration ceremonies. Lodge, in

After his education in private schools 
and at Harvard, Lodge spent two 
terms in the Massachusetts legisla- 
ture and then, in 1887 came to con- 
gress, moving over to the senate in 
1893 where he served continuously 
until his death. He has earried on a 
dual activity in the realm of letters 
and ir politics unequalled by any 
other man in public life. He published 
a score or more of historical works 
and essays, all written during his ac- 


tive political life. He was permanent | 


chairman of three republican national 
conventions, at Philadelphia, in 1900, 
at Chicago in 1908 and again at 
Chicaco in 1920. At severa] others he 
was chairman of the platform com- 
mittee and at all during the last quar- 
ter of a century, he has been a pow- 
erful fnetor. Withal he preserved his 
cool, aloof. aristocratic manner, never 
pedantic, but never yielding to the 
back-slapping familiarities of  poli- 
ticians.

Lode was an avowed exponent of 
the New England ecnservative poli- 
cies and has in latter years been re- 
garded by the democrats as the sym- 
bol of reactionary republicanism.

ULTRAVIOLET RAY. 

Two types of apparatus are used to 
vsenerate ultraviolet /light for thera- 
peutic or remedial purposes. One is 
an air-cooled mercury vapor lamp 
having a quartz lens. The other is a 
water-cooled quartz mercury lamp. 
Ihe air-cooled apparatus is perhaps 
suitable for superficial conditions; the 
water-cooled lamp is better adapted for 
deeply-seated lesions. The layman 
should not be confused or befuddled 
yy the common name given a toy that 
hes been popularized of late years, 
the socalled “violet ray” outfit. This 
‘violet ray” is really without any 
l:nown remedial value. The term ul- 
traviolet means beyond the violet ray 
in the spectrum, in the region of the 
invisible shorter wave lengths, and it 
is these ultraviolet rays that produce 
tne chemical action in photography, 
‘he burning and tanning of the skin 
from sunlight and most of the reme- 
dial effects of sunlight. Direct sun- 
licht is rich in ultraviolet rays. It is 
this ultraviolet light which accounts 
for the remarkable cures of tubercu- 
losis in the Rollier or sun-bath treat- 
ment, which is now used with success 
in sanitariums throughout the coun 
try. 

Glass screens out the ultraviolet 
rays, but quartz crystal does not. 
Therefore, 2 quartz lens is used in the 
ultraviolet lainp. 

Some of the skin diseases which are 
aynenable to ultraviolet ray treatment 
ure psoriasis, lupus, socalled port wine 
marks, lichen, thickened patches of 
eczema and some cases of.acne. Some 
yver-enthusiastic claims have been 
made regarding the value of ultravio- 
let ray treatment of alopecia areata 
(baldness in spots) and ordinary pre- 
mature baldness, probably inspired by 
commercial interest. 


The skin area exposed to ultraviolet 
lizht in this treatment becomes tanned 
just as though it had beeu exposed to 
sunlight. The tanning is not neces- 
anrily evidence of benefit from the 
treatment, but it is an index of the 
actinie or chemical activity of the 
ultraviolet ray. 


It has been observed ty physicians 
who are supervising Rollier or sun- 
vith treatment in cases of tuberculosis 
of joints, bones or internal organs, 
that the texture of the skin hecomes 
tine and smooth and the skin remark- 
ably free from contmon blemishes as 
the tanning proceeds, and the yonng- 
eters eventually acquire a mahogany 
sont like Indians.

He was referring to Ameri 
ca’s part in the world war. 

Of course they do! A fiiend just 
back from the continent told me the 
other day that everywhere he went 
over there, in France, Belgium, Italy 
—and even in S%Jermany-—the great 
heroic work of the American boys, and 
their gentlemanly personal contact 
with the civilians, was one of the 
subjects that never gets old or stale. 

The American point of view, the 
American manners, the American 
qualities of heart and mind, and above 
all the American valor, have been 
carried to the far corners of the earth 
by the American record in that war.

Washington, November 9.—Reply- 
ing to criticism of the semi-monthly 
cotton reports of the department of 
agriculture, the federal crop report- 
ing board declared today in a state- 
ment that the reports tend to reduce 
rather than accentuate market fluc- 
tuations. 

The board declared that regardless 
of contentions to the contrary the 
range of cotton prices during the past 
four months between the daily high 
and low quotations has not been 
nearly as wide this year as last year. 

“To attribute the fluctuations in 
the cotton market during the present 
season to the gemi-monthly cotton re- 
ports,” the ard continued, “is to 
overlook many otlfer factors which 
have had an important influence on 
cotton prices, such as the short carrs- 
over, the unsatisfactory condition of 
the dry goods trade, the spinning in- 
dustry, as well as the general 
economic situation in the world.”

cendiarism. “Dry” lightning in the 
west is responsible for numerous 
fires. In the south many are started 
by farmers clearing off their land, 
in what foregtry experts claim is a 
wholly erruneous idea that this 
method is beneficial. 

Fully one-half of the total forest 
fires occur in the south, principally 
for this reason, but they are usually 
small and restricted. The most 
serious damage is in the huge forests 
of the west. Indendiarism has been 
blamed for forest fires in Maryland 
as a means of revenge in mountain 
feuds, 

Fires Not Unexpected. 

Forest fires in the eastern states 
are not unexpected at this time of 
the year, but they are more numer-, 
ous and disastrous because of the 
long drouth, forestry experts ex- 
plained. There are two seasons in 
the east for forest fires—in the fall 
before the winter rains and snows 
set in to dampen the thick bed of 
leaves, and in the spring before the 
new green growth comes. The pres- 
ent season of danger in the east will 
last two or three weeks longer, it was 
said. The dangerous season in the 
west is from May until October, and 
no further trouble is expected there. 

Forest fires are a strong con- 
tributing factor to the reduction of 
timber which has reached menacing 
proportions in this country. At the 
present time timber of all types is 
being reduced by cutting and fires, In 
eight times as great volume as the 
replacement growth, while _the ratio 
as regards purely commercial timber 
is four to one, 

Chief among the industries affected 
is paper manufacture. Ninety per 
eent of all paper now ig made from 
wood pulp, and all of newsprint, 
used in newspapers, comes from the 
forests. The United States now pro- 
duces and uses more paper than all 
other countries in the world com- 
bined. 

Protection Serious Problem. 

But this country draws cn its own 
forests for only two-fifths of the wood 
used in the paper industry, getting 
three-fourtas from outside sources. 
Paper manufacturers in the east, who 
have hitherto drawn upon eastern 
forests, are now buying in the west 
and from other countries, due _ to 
dwindling of eastern resources. Can- 
ada is one of the big outside sources 
of supply, 

The protection of the forests in 
this country is one of the most serious 
problems of the day. It will be con- 
sidered from all angles at a conference 
to be held here within a few days, at- 
tended by representatives of all 
branches of the lumber and paper 
and other industries affected, ag well 
as Nog gk” naan who will come 
from all se@tions of the country. 

“Foreign nations are just about a 
hundred years ahead of the United 
States in the matter of forest con- 
servation.” one official said. “They 
learned the lesson a hundred yeare 
ago that we are just beginning to 
learn here. It has reached the noint 


abroad where a man is almost 
lynched if he cuts down a tree.” 
FOREST FIRES DUE 

LARGELY TO DROUGHT. 

Washington, D. C., November 9.— 
Drought in many parts of the ecoun- 
try. breaking records of half a cen- 
tury in some places. is causing enn- 
siderable anxiety hecanse of forest 
fires and exhaustion of water sup- 
plies, 

Government officials, especially 
those of the forest service whose 
duty it is to protect the national for- 
ests from fire and all other dancers. 
are watchin the situation in nlaces 
where the drought hase reached seri- 
our nronortions. They have expressed 
eratification, with the action of 
some state authorities to eurtail 
hunting in the excessively dry wood- 
larde and forests. 

Farmers in some sections are hard 
hit by the long drv period. Tn some 
sections where fall-sown grains al- 
ready have been planted there is lack 
of moisture to start germination of 
the seed and where the grains are 
sbove ground they are not doing well 
for went of rain.

HOPE FOR RAIN 
IN NEW ENGLAND. 

Boston, November 9.—With forests 
tinder-dry as a result of 31 rainless 
days and with only ceaseless vigilance 
holding in check the fires that have 
broken out, the fire wardens of New 
Kingland were hoping tonight for rain 
to bring to an end one of the most 
menacing of forest fire situations in 
a generation. Many thousands of 
acres of woodland have been burned 
over, causing losses totaling untold 
thousands of dollars. 

The worst of the fires, on Hoosac 
mountain and between Adams and 
North Adams in the Berkshires, to- 
day was reported to have been 
brought under control after two com- 
panies of national guard had aug- 
mented the forces of citizens, fire- 
men, wardeng and foresters already 
on the scene. More than 600 acres of 
tall timber was burned over. 

In Massachusetts the situation was 
the worst in New England with fires 
in the woodlands of Northfield, 
Montgomery, Southwick and Attle- 
boro giving fighters continued trouble 
and with a menacing blaze in prog- 
ress on the New Hampshire state 
line near Fitzwilliam, N. H. Several 
small fires in scattered localities in 
New Hampshire also were reported.
